The Democrats took the biggest 
prize by breaking a 68-year Re- 
publican grip on Philadelphia's 
city hall.

In a furthc. step to save spend- 
ing outside of Britain, thé amount 
of money Britons may take out 
of the country is cut immediately 
from £100, or $280, to £50, or 
$140. The restriction will con- 
tinue at least until the end of 
next October. ;

Three unmasked robbers en- 
tered the bank in mid-morning. 
The two armed men remained on 
each side of the doorway. The 
third jumped over a railing and 
ran behind the row of cashier's 
cages. 

He scooped the money into a 
white bed sheet as one of his 
companions at the door counted 
off the seconds. As the count hit 
zero, the three ran from the bank 
and jumped into a car at the 
doorway.

JEFFERSON CITY, Nov. 7— 
Action on the important St. Louis 
public school unit control bill was 
delayed in the Senate yesterday 
at the request of a Senator from 
Kansas City, which is not affect- 
ed by or concerned with the leg- 
islation.

The - unexpected intervention 
raised Senate eyebrows becatise 
the bill specifically applies only 
to school boards in Missouri cities 
with a population of more than 
500,000, that limits the bill’s ap- 
plication to St. Louis because it 
is the only city in the state with 
a population that large. The pop- 
ulation of Kansas City is 457,000. 

Hess Agrees to Delay. 

Senator David A. Hess of St. 

- Louis, who is handling the meas- 
ure, agreed to hold up the bill. 
Under unwritten rules of sena- 
torial courtesy, such requests are 
always granted. 

The Kansas City School Board’s 
interest in the St. Louis school 
bill was “news” to Amos Burks, 
legislative representative of the 
Kansas City board.

The paralysis of transportation 
caused by yesterday’s snow is 
comparable to the traffic problem 
that would result from an enemy 
atomic bomb attack, civil defense 
officials said today. 

“Streets would be clogged with 
refugees and rubble instead of 
with snow,” Paul G. Steinbicker, 
civil defense executive, said. ‘“Al- 
though the area of an atomic at- 
tack would be limited to one or 
more particular parts of the city, 
it would result in a general traffic 
congestion.” 

In addition, he pointed out, 
there probably wauld be 100,000 
casualties to add to the burden 
on transportation facilities. 

Steinbicker pointed out that 72 
miles of main streets have been 
designated as emergency aid ways, 


to be closed to all but officials’ civil 


defense vehicles in the event of | 
atomic attack. He said signs, now 
being manufactured, probably 
would be installed along the emer- 
gency aid ways sometime this 
month.. 

“We want people to get used to 
the idea of getting off these key 
streets in an emergency,” Stein. 
bicker said. “The traffic tie-ups 
caused by the snow give us some 
idea of what we would be up 
against if there were no advance 
plan for keeping emergency traf- 
fic moving.” 

Steinbicker was able to reach 
his office at City Hall yesterday, 
but the civil defense director, Ray- 
mond R. Tucker, himself was a 
victim of the transportation pa- 
ralysis. He was immobilized at 
home, unable to get his automo- 
bile going.

St. Louis and St. Louis coun- 
ty legislators today received tel- 
egrams from John I. Rollings, 
executive secretary of the St.

It was pointed out that 
there are now no auxiliary fire- 
men, but the plan sets out a de- 
tdiled recruiting and training 
program for them, to be in- 
augurated “when necessary.” 

The plan lists principals and 
alternates for all key jobs, as well 
as emergency supply depots in 
various parts of the city. Also 
listed are all secondary sources 
of water, like swimming pools, 
reservoirs, lakes, ponds, quarries 
and cisterns, for use if normal 
water supplies are not available 
for fire-fighting. 

A separate radio station for 
the Fire Department is recom- 
mended in the plan. No steps have 
as yet been taken to acquire such 
facilities. 

Special Problems Foreseen. 

Tucker said the department's 
plan contemplates handling of 
“special fire problems,” which 
might result not only from an 
atomic attack but also from in- 
cendiary or high-explosive bomb 
attacks, or a combination of them. 

Any one of three types of fire 
problems might arise, he said—a 
multitude of scattered small 
fires, a “fire storm” following an 
atomic attack, in which many 
small fires would spread toward 
the bomb “zero” point under 
force of the inward draft created 
by the explosion, and a “wall of 
fire,’ caused by strong winds.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 7 (AP)— 
Senator Lyndon B. Johnson 
(Dem.), Texas, said yesterday that 
United States arms output is 
lagging because too much indus- 
trial energy is going into non- 
essential civilian goods. He 
blaméd the mobilization planners. 

“We cannot repel Soviet tanks 
with passenger limousines,” 
Johnson declared, “and rubber 
dolls afford little defense against 
Russian artillery shells, 

“Furthermore, we have never 
designed a luxury television set 
that will shoot down a MIG-15 
jet plane.” 

Johnson made his complaint on 
arms production in a letter to 
Senator Lodge (Rep.), Massa- 
chusetts, who told the Senate Oct. 
3 that Gen. Eisenhower's forces 
were receiving only one-fifth of 
the weapons and equipment they 
were scheduled to get under the 
foreign arms program. 

Lodge had demanded an inves- 
tigation to find out why the ship- 
ments were falling off to “a 
trickle.” 


In his letter, Johnson said a 
Senate investigations subcommit- 
tee, which he leads, is now in- 
quiring into the failure to meet 
te gay goals for arms produc- 

on, 


Noting that deliveries to Gen. 
Eisenhower’s Western European 
army are “substantially behind 
schedule,” Johnson. declared: 


“Apparently, the principal rea- 
sons for this very bad showing 
are identical with those responsi- 
ble for the current failure to 
meet our schedules on the de- 
livery of domestic military equip- 
ment.”

there was a budget surplus: of

This is the real 
nightmare here — uncontrolled 
mass violence, followed by a Brit- 
ish occupation of all Egypt, with 
unimaginable consequences 
throughout the whole ~Middle 
East.

Example for McGrath 

What is so grievously wrong with the Bureau 
of Internal Revenue—the agency in the Treas- 
ury Department which collects the federal ‘in- 
come tax—was grimly pictured by’ Cartoonist 
Fitzpatrick on this page a week ago. We refer to 
the cartoon of the vultures which were flocking 
from St, Louis, Detroit, San Francisco, Boston 
and elsewhere. The title was “From All Direc- 
tions.” . 

This cartoon takes on new meaning now that 
the House subcommittee which is investigating 
these scandals has ordered full-scale hearings 
into alleged irregularities in the Detroit and San 
Francisco tax collectors’ office. 

Here in St. Louis the federal grand jury which 
indicted James P. Finnegan is about to resume 
its deliberations. In Boston the former Collector 
is under indictment. Out in San Francisco the 
Collector is under suspension and now certain 
of his employes, suspended with him, haye been 
fired outright. 

Chairman King of the subcommittee, a Derho- 
crat from California, is showing much more in- 


terest in these scandals than are Democrats gen-, 


erally in Washington. But he will need to spit 
on his hands and go to it if he is to get action in 
time. - For Congressman King will find that 
statutes of limitations apply in some cases, just 
as Chief Judge Moore saw that statute coming 
up here in St. Louis area cases. Mr. King will 
also find that the more time passes the more 
opportunity there will be for the fixers to get 
in their licks and the opportunity to do away 
with tell-tale evidence, 

What is needed in Washington right now is an 
Attorney General who will get down to business 
and sweep out the Augean stables. J. Howard 
McGrath is too close to all that has been going 
on to do the kind of work that needs to be done. 

Assume for a moment that Mr. McGrath 
wanted to clean up the filth and stench. Then he 
would do what his distinguished predecessor, 
Harlan F. Stone, later Chief Justice, did back 
in 1924. 

In the Harding Administration, 1921-23, came 
a deluge of scandals that fairly engulfed the ex- 
ecutive departments-of the Federal Government. 
Shaking off the Ohio gang, Calvin Coolidge 
turned to his old Amherst friend, Harlan Stone, 
and persuaded him to head the Department of 
Justice. 

As Attorney General, Stone hit out right and 
left at grafters and fakers, at snoopers and 
priers. He dismissed the hangers-on whom Harry 
Daugherty had taken to Washington from Ohio. 
Their only purpose was to defeat justice and 
Harlan Stone would have none of them. 

He abolished entirely the “General Intelli- 
gence Division.” That was a gumshoe outfit 
which harassed citizens, with little or no re- 
gard for their rights. He also put an end to a 
“volunteer corps” of amateur sniffers who for 
some seven years had assisted the Palmer- 
Datigherty regimes in terrorizing “suspects.” 

In short, Harlan Stone threw out the witch 
hunters and restored the supremacy of law and 
order, due process and judicial procedure. Will 
J. Howard McGrath measure up to his opportu- 
nity? It seems most unlikely in view of his un- 
forgettable insult to Chief Judge Moore. 

Yet there is the man who should be McGrath's 
model—firm, staunch, erect Harlan Fiske Stone. 
Would that a man with his incorruptible charac- 
ter were at the head of the Department of Jus- 
tice today. A lot would be as different as day 
is from night!

Finding Out About Our Schools 


Maybe the behavior of teachers and pupils is 
not quite normal when parents come to school. 
Still, the fathers and mothers who attended 
classes in the Meramec and Mt. Pleasant schools 
the other day were on the right track. They got 
an idea cf the work being done in the city’s 
schools, and they found it good. 

Perhaps this idea should be applied to the 
entire school system in a broader and perhaps 
less disruptive way. In the last year, the people 
of St. Louis have taken a fresh interest in their 
schoo's. They elected better candidates to the 
Board of Education. They raised their school 
tax rate. They approved a bond issue. And they 
put* considerable pressure on the Legislature 
for approval of a unit control system, a measure 
which is still pending. 

All these forward steps, however, were taken 
on the administrative side of the school system 
rather than on its educational side. And that, 
after all, is the important side. Should the com- 
munity not convince itself that its schools are 
keeping step with educational progress, that St. 
Louis pupils are in the hands of well-trained 
teachers, that their courses are all that ‘they 
should be? 

These are questions, not charges or even im- 
plications. But it remains a fact that schools do 
their best work where there is a keen interest 
in that work. Here, then, is something for the 
Citizens School Improvement Committee, the 
Parent-Teacher Association and similar groups 

to consider.

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Why Small Town Doctors 


If more medical graduates knew why small 
town practices were chosen by those who have 
done 80, perhaps more would go from medical 
school to settle in smail towns. And thus the 
shortage of doctors in many small towns and 
rural communities would be eased. Or at least 
that ig the way the Missouri Farmers’ Associa- 
tion seems to have figured. 

To find. out what attracts young doctors to 
small town practices, the association mailed a 
questionnaire to all graduates of medical schools 
in the last 10 years who are practicing in Mis- 
sourl towns of less than 10,000 population. 

There were 149 of them. Sixty-eight answered. 
Most of them had located in small towns because 
they simply liked small towns, or because they 
had family. ties nearby, or because they were 
reared in a small town, or because of a combina- 
tion of these reasons. Forty-seven said so. 

Twenty-two said their decisions were influ- 
enced by the local need for doctors. Some want- 
ed the experience of general practice before 
specialization and thought a small town was the 
best place to get it. Several said they wanted to 
get away from city specialization and monopoly. 

All this is a very healthy symptom in the 
medical profession. The Hippocratic Oath, so 
far as we can make out, has precious little to 
say to the physician about making his knowledge 
socially useful. There would be a decided im- 
provement in that part of the revised version, 
proposed by the World Medical Association; 
which says: “I solemnly pledge myself to con- 
secrate my life to the service of humanity.” 

Those who solemnly make that pledge would 


, 
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find it their first step, we should think, to set 
to work wherever humanity presents the most 
pressing need for their services. It seems to 
us to have been put into practice in their own 
lives, though perhaps unspoken or even un- 
phrased, by young doctors who have chosen to 
work in communities which but for them would 
have inadequate medical service or none at all. 
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Churchill Appraises His Job 


Twelve days after taking the seals of office 
in hand, Winston Churchill outlined the objec- 
tives of England’s new Conservative Government 
in the so-called speech from the throne. The ob- 
jectives, on the whole, are little different from 
those of the Labor Government. Whether the 
policies by which they are to be achieved can 
be radically changed is a question. 

The chief difference between the Tories and 
I,abor, of course, is the Conservative pledge to 
denationalize the steel industry and to provide 
more opportunity for private enterprise in truck- 
ing. The latter should come quickly, the forger 
may come more slowly—but it should ‘not be 
impossibly difficult because Labor undertook 
steel nationalization only recently and did not 
carry it very far. 


The ‘welfare state,” chief bone of contention : 


between American liberals and conservatives, 
does not raise British political blood pressure 
very high. Ta their promise to carry on the vari- 
ous social services, the Tories added the promise 
to “give better value for money spent.” 

The most serious problems faced by Mr. 


Churchill—as they were the most serious con- 


fronting Mr. Attlee—are those of inflation, de- 
fense and foreign policy, They are intertwined. 
Unless the decline in Britain’s economic position 
can be checked, the defense burden will become 
increasingly unbearable and that, of course, 
would have a definite effect on the British atti- 
tude toward other nations. 

Labor’s Hugh Gaitskill came to Washington 
a few months ago to stress the seriousness of 
Britain’s new dollar gap and its causes. Mr. 
Churchill referred to the problem with new em- 
phasis and frankness. Nothing is to be lost, he 
said, by admitting that Britain. faces “national 
bankruptcy.” He spoke of “exceptional meas- 
ures,’ but he did not say what they are to be, 
His expressed gratitude for American help in the 
past may mean that he will seek more of it in 


4 the future. ' 


The defense problem is to be discussed in a 
secret session of the House of Commons. What 
will come of that also remains to be seen. This 
problem, however, is surely one of the reasons 
why Mr. Churchill and Anthony Eden are de- 
termined to make “a supreme effort” to end or 
at least to abate the cold war. Mr. Churchill 
wants “‘negotiation at the highest level.” : 

In large measure, Britain’s fate depends on 
the co-operation of other nations. Insofar as it is 
in British hands, it depends to a considerable 
extent on whether or not the Labor opposition 
will now use the Conservatives’ own tactics of 
“torture by division.” Mr. Churchill's margin is 
not so great that his Government could not be 
seriously hampered. 

This close division prevails today in all of the 
chief democracies. It seems to be one of the 
symptoms of our troubled times. Can the free 
peoples, and the British in particular, muster 
the cohesiveness to overcome it?

' Saluting the Dental Society 
The St. Louis Dental Society's decision to in- 
vite professionally and ethically qualified Negro 
dentists to become fully accredited members of 
the group is a triumph of reason over prejudice. 
The 151 dentists who ¢ast “aye” ballots deserve 
warm commendation. 


Dr. Max Kornfeld, the society’s president, 
described the action as ‘‘a vote of confidence in 
the principle that scientific association knows no 
barriers of race or color.” Many St. Louisans 
will regard it as also something more. For the 
decision stands not only to the credit of the 
society but to the city as well. Perhaps it will be 
a guidepost and precedent for similar action by 
other organizations, We would like to think so.

And No Tax Favors 

Just before the city petitioned to intervene in 
the bus and streetcar fare ease, Public Service 
Co. went off its trolley with a suggestion that 
the city relieve ‘t of all taxes on gross receipts. 

The gross receipt tax on bus and streetcar 
fares approximates 5 per cent. It. produced near- 
ly $1,400,000 for the city in 1950. And Union 
Electric, Laclede Gas and Southwestern Bell all 
pay a similar tax on gross revenues, So there 
are just two things wrong with Public Service's 
odd idea that St. Louis give up the tax. 

One is that the city needs the money. As it 
is the city may have an operating deficit in the 
next fiscal year of more than three million dol- 
lars. The city cannot afford to return a million 
dollars to any utility. 


The second point is that Public Service has 
done nothiég to justify what amounts to a 
$1,400,000 subsidy from the city. It has not even 
Jost money. It has made a handsome profit 
through the years for its holding company, the 
National City Lines of Chicago. And if it were 
given a special tax abatement, every other utility 
here could claim similar favors. 

If St. Louis ever has to subsidize the local 
operations of the Chicago holding company, it 
will be time to consider a new transit arrange- 
ment here. As it is, City Hall has asked the State 
Public Service Commission to force Public Serv- 
ice to make good on its name before considering 
any fare increase. No tax abatement need be 
considered. 
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An Item of Good News 


The man next door is a needlep, always chal- 
lenging editors to mix in more good news with 
the bad which they print in such quantities— 
just as if editors made the news. But instead of 
pressing that point, we hasten to report a boom 
in college attendance over the last 20 years. 

From the United States Office of Education, 
we learn that one out of every 61 Americans was 
enrolléd in a college in 1949-50. For 1930-31, the 
figures were only one in every 123. If those are 
to be discounted as depression years, then con- 
sider 1938 when the figures were on® in 108. | 

Even more significant would seem to be the 
figures for Negroes in Southern colleges. In 
1949-50 there was one Negro in college for every 
221 persons in the total Negro population. Twen- 
ty years earlie?, there was only one Negro out 
of 364 getting the benefits of higher education.’ 

But perhaps the man next door will not grant 
that this raising of the national educational level 
is good news. Maybe he will insist that we wait 
to see what all these additional college students 
will do with their learning. We have the feeling, 
though, that they will be quite a help in getting 
the world out of its present mess, 

It could be that many of them are interested 
only in a quicker way of getting more dollars. 
If so, that’s a worry for the educators.

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AN OMEN FOR THIS NOVEMBER? 


The Ordeal of Ellen Knauff 


A Symposium of Newspaper Editorial Opinion

Three years ago a German-born war 
bride, Mrs. Ellen Knauff, was taken to 
Ellis Island upon her arrival in this coun- 
try. There she was held without being told 
the charges against her and without a 
hearing. 

When a court decision made deportation 
permissible, the Justice Department rushed 
her to the airport; and she was only re- 
prieved (when it was already too late to 
remove her baggage from the plane) at 
the insistence of 
Justice Jackson of 
the United States 
Supreme Court. This 
court had still the 
right to review her 
case: moreover, the 
Senate was waiting 
to act upon a Dill 
(already passed 
unanimously by the 
House) enabling her 
to remain in this 
country. 

What was the 
cause for the secrecy 
and haste of the 
Justice Department? 
Its spokesmen said that even to reveal the 
charges against Mrs. Knaff would imperil 
national security. 

Yet almost a year later, when she finally 
received a hearing, the charge that as a 
government employe in the occupation 
forces she had passed confidential infor- 
mation to the Czech Government—not 
then Communist—was hardly of a kind to 
warrant its being suppressed. 

The charge, moreover, was based on 
hearsay evidence. Mrs. Knauff denied it 
categorically. 

After a recent study of the case the 
Board of Immigration Appeals recom- 
mended to the Attorney General that Mrs. 
Knauff be admitted to the United States. 
Last week the Attorney General followed 
the recommendation, and Mrs. Knauff 
stepped at last into the free air of America. 

She has shown throughout this ordeal 
an admirable composure, and she emerged 
without bitterness to také up life with her 
husband. She plans to become an Ameri- 
can citizen, as she is entitled to without 
delay under the War Brides Act.

We trust that her faith and her courage 


will bring their rewards. Meanwhile, the 
Justice Department has much to answer 
for. Even motives so compelling as pro- 
tection of the national security do not 
warrant disregard of the law and of per- 
sonal rights.

The case of Mrs. Ellen Knauff, finally 
admitted to residence in this country as 
the foreign wife of an American, is now 
happily closed. But the questions it occa- 
sioned, during her three-year detention, 
still remain unanswered. 

Was Mrs. Knauff ever a serious threat 
to the security of this country? 

Is her admission now consideréd dan- 
gerous to our well-being? 

And why has the nature of the charges 
against her remained a secret for this long 
time and why were witnesses against her, 
finally produced at a public hearing, 
people who knew of her only by hearsay? 

It would be possible to feel happier 
about the whole matter if it were not for 
a suspicion that in this and possibly otlier 
instances, the Departrhent of Justice has 
used its powers harshly and without full 
investigation in behalf of the immigrant.

Common sense finally prevailed in the 
Ellen Knauff case. After three years of 
detention at Ellis Island—three heart- 
breakingly long and tragically wasted 
years in the life of a young woman—the 
German-born war bride was granted per- 
mission on Friday to come into the United 
States. She had been denied this privilege 
because the shadow of a doubt had been 
raised about her character. 

A Czech refugee said that Mrs. Knauff 
had spied for the pre-Communist Czecho- 
slovak mission in Frankfurt, Germany, 
while she was an employe of the American 
Military Government establishment there 
immediately after the war. She denied the 
charge unequivocally. The steadfastness of 
her faith that she would, in the end, be 
vindicated is perhaps the best evidence 
that could be offered as to her devotion 
to democratic principles. 


There is little doubt that Mrs. Knauff 
would have been speedily acquitted of the 
charge against her if she had been brought 
to trial in any American court of law. The 
case against her was a thin one. But as 
an alien she had no right to a court trial; 
she had no legal right even to a hearing 
and was, indeed, excluded from the coun- 
try without so much as a statement of the 
charges against her. 

Then Congress intervened, and the At- 
torney General grudgingly granted her a 
hearing before a special Immigration 
Board of Inquiry. The whole burden of 
disproving the accusaticn’ was on her, and 


the board felt that she did not meet it;. 


her admission to the United States was 
again denied. 

This ruling was reversed, however, by 
the Immigration Appeals Board, and its 
decision has now been affirmed by the 
Attorney General. 

The reversal by the Appeals Board was 
grounded on a recognition that the evi- 
dence against Mrs. Knauff was wholly 
hearsay. “The cases granting administra- 
tive agencies greater latitude in the matter 
of accepting evidence make it quite clear,” 
the board declared in its opinion, ‘that 
hearsay is still hearsay whether it is intro- 
duced into a court or before an administra- 
tive agency.” 

The board quoted a Supreme Court 
opinion holding that ‘“mere uncorroborated 
hearsay or rumor does not constitute sub- 
stantial evidence.” 

Perhaps there can be no absolute cer- 
titude as to Mrs. Knauff’s innocence. Such 
certitude is never possible once the shadow 
of a doubt has been raised concerning 
anyone. It seems clear, however, as a 
matter of common sense, that Mrs. 
Knauff's presence here is unlikely to im- 
peril the security of the United States. 


Also it seems preferable, as a matter 
of principle, to dismiss charges unsup- 
ported by evidence of any probative value 
even when they-concern an alien. 

All things considered, we think that the 
United States will run far less risk from 
Ellen Knauff's admission than it would 
have from her exclusion on grounds which 
were extremely dubious and on a proce- 
dure which, however legitimate, did vio- 
lence to American standards of fair play.

Back to Borneo 


WHITE MAN RETURNS, by Agnes Newton Keith. 

(Little, Brown & Co., 410 pas., $4.) 

For the third time, the gifted and warm- 
hearted Mrs. Keith takes her readers to 
that far-off, exotic land of Borneo. Humor 
and charm abound in her delicately written 
series of personal’ experience stories. She 
knows intimately this lush land she first 
saw in 1934 when she joined her husband, 
Harry, who was conservador of forests and 
wildlife for British 
North Borneo. She 
experienced a far 
different Borneo dur- 
ing the war years as 
she struggled to sur- 
vive with her hus- 
Band and _§ infant, 
George, in a Japa- 
nese prison camp. 
Now, after rest and 
recuperation in Can- 
ada, she has returned 
to find the island 
prosperous but un- 
easy. Her war experi- 
ences, instead of 
scarring her, have 
given her a trusting tolerance and easy 
understanding of all fellow beings. This 
is amply shown in the describing of rela- 
tionships between her family and the Chi- 
nese, the Indians, the Muruts, the Fili- 
pinos, and the Eurasians. The white popu- 
lation in the port city of Sandakan num- 
bered 80 but the Asiatic population had 
been doubled by refugees to 25,000. The 
familiar; symbols of tropical beauty were 
there, but “the odor of death was still on 
the breezes, and ghosts wafted along with 
the scents of dried fish, human excreta, 
jungle rot, and night-flowering trees, and 
corpses came out of the midtown drain, 
= victims of the Japanese Military Po- 
ice.” 

Among the ghosts was that of Kam Chu 
Hak, a Korean who had worked in civil 
service with Harry Keith until the Japa- 
nese took over the island. He had a wife 
and five children and wanted only “to have 
a little land.” Now a letter came from 
Kam, asking help. Hé was under suspi- 
cion of helping the Japs and yet he was 
held as a witness to testify against them 
in some atrocity trials. Too late, Harry 
Keith found Kam had been put on a 
small boat right in with 50 Japs he was to 
testify against—and disappeared at sea.

A Guide to the Provinces 


THE PROVINCES OF FRANCE, edited by Dore Ogriret. 
(McGraw-Hill, $4.50.) . 
This is one of the best guidebooks to 
date. As Georges Duhamel aptly notes in 
his preface: “In a world that is appallingly 
threatened with geographical and human 
monotony, France still has the good, for- 
tune to retain a delightful diversity.” The 
contributors are French writ 
ers, and the illustrations (many in cologd

This is only one instance of 
a kind of propaganda that is wide- 
spread.

That reaction is, in part, anti- 
foreign; a fear and suspigion of 
foreign domination that ‘has in 
the past been shrewdly exploited 
by Southern demagogues such as 
Tom Heflin. 

The’ Republican organization 
stands, of course, quite apart 
from this effort to woo the South 
with the old demagogic appeals. 
Some Republicans may feel that 
the party will nevertheless get the 
benefit of it.

The rise in United States im- 
ports since the Korean war started 
came largely in industrial goods— 
chiefly iron and steel products, 
textiles, and chemicals. The rise 
in exports came from military 
goods on one hand, and wheat 
and coal on the other. Lately oil 
has added to the export picture. 

Since military shipments are a 
“one-shot” item paid for entirely 
by American aid programs, they 
can be removed from the export 
figures in evaluating Europe's 
long-range position. Those ship- 
ments totalled $481,800,000 in the 
first half of this year—leaving a 
“normal” trade gap of about $870,- 
000,000, or about $1,700,000,000 
on an annual basis. 

This compares with the huge 
deficit of $3,233,000,000 in 1949 
and the post-war low of $1,372,- 
000,000 in 1950 (again excluding 
exports of military items).

Peaches Are 

A Favorite 
For Dessert

HAT to have for dessert? 

That’s always the question 

that looms. Probably canned 
peaches have furnished the an- 
swer more often than anything 
else. They were one of the first 
fruits to be processed and also 
to be home canned, and at a 
time when fresh fruits were a 
luxury during the winter. 


Most of us like to keep a few 
cans on hand and perhaps chill- 
ing in the refrigerator for emer- 
gency use. Occasionally, we serve 
them hot. For this, we drain the 
halves, usually adding a little 
more sugar to the syrup and 
cook it long enough to thicken 
slightly before we heat the fruit 
in it. We may add a few spices 
or possibly a few slices of orange 
or a little grated orange rind. 


Other hot desserts for which we 
must plan ahead, however, can 
be made just as well with canned 
as with fresh fruit, and at least 
one even better. This is the popu- 
lar upside-down or skillet cake. 


The sliced peaches may be used 
with shortcake or may have a 
— crust topping for a cob- 

ler. 


Among the cold desserts, there 
is chilled tapioca cooked in the 
syrup from the fruit as part of 
the liquid and for a special party 
dessert, we may choose peach 
melba. 

This. was originally made with 
the whole fresh peach and was 
a little difficult to eat. Nowadays, 
the ball of ice cream is put in 
a peach half and the whole 
drenched with a raspberry-cur- 
rant sauce, 


Melba Sauce. 


Ingredients: One-half cup cur- 
rant jelly; one cup frozen raspber- 
ries, crushed; one teaspoon corn- 
starch; one-half cup sugar. 

Combine jelly and raspberries 
and bring to boiling point. Mix 
cornstarch with sugar and stir into 
mixture. Cook over medium heat, 
stirring constantly until thick and 
clear. Strain and cool. Yield: 
Six servings.

Fix It Yourself 


By Hubbard Cobb | 


HERE are a lot of homes where 

water is heated during the 

winter months by a coil or 
knuckle in the furnace. 

After years of research we have 
observed that during mild weather 
these systems produce hot water 
at just about the right temperature. 
During very cold weather when 
the furnace is going full tilt they 
produce scalding hot water suit- 
able for boiling lobsters, . frozen 
vegetables and hard boiled eggs, 
but not for bathing by most 
humans. 

What we do in a situation of 
this kind is to install a mixing 
valve in the system. This valve is 
connected to the hot water line 
coming from the coil in the furnace 
and also to a cold water line. The 


purpose of the valve is to add a 
sufficient amount of cold water to 
the hot water to produce hot water 
not so hot that it’s dangerous. The 
valve can be adjusted to give you 
water at just the right tempera- 
ture required. p 

There is a thermostat inside the 
valve mechanism which’ regulates 
the amount of cold water added 
to the hot so that regardless of 
how hot the furnace may be the 
hot water to your various faucets 
always maintains an even tem- 
perature. 

A device such as this is useful 
in any home but especially so 
where there are small children 
about who may not quite under- 
stand that there are many degrees 
of “hot.”
